Chemical  Warfare  Research. — Mr.  Parker

Chemical  Sets  Warning  and  Defence.- — 

In  an  interview  with  the  Press  at  Ipswich 
recently,  a  schoolmaster  appealed  to  local 
chemists,  following  an  accident  which  had 
caused  severe  injuries  to  the  eyes  of  an 
Ipswich  boy  who  was  experimenting  with 
a  chemical  set  which  he  had  purchased,  to 
refuse  to  sell  such  sets  to  boys.

1887  Daybook  in  Glasgow  Display. — In  a 

window  display  recently  at  their  premises 
at  Union  Street,  Glasgow,  Cockburn  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  included  a  daybook  open  at  a  page 
dated  February  10,  1887.  By  that  date  the 
firm  had  dispensed  14,144  prescriptions.

Pharmaceutical  Corps  Activities. — Unde 
new  arrangements  adopted  by  the  Phar 
maceutical  Corps,  each  class  of  instructio 
is   in   future   to   become  self-supporting. 
From  the  inception  of  the  Corps,  just  over 
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welve  months  ago,  over  ;^40o  has  been  paid 
'n  tutorial  fees,  and  a  deficit  of  nearly  ^loo 
as  been  met  by  subscriptions  from  its 
fiicers.  So  far,  no  monetary  assistance  of 
any  kind  has  been  received,  and  the  Corps 
's  compelled  to  look  to  the  generosity  of  its 
"upporters.  To  date,  nearly  250  pharma- 
ists  have  attended  courses  of  training  at 
ten  hospitals  in  London  and  the  Home 
Counties.  Of  this  number,  115  have  passed 
the  examinations  in  anatomy  and  phy si- 
logy,  and  in  first-aid,  and  seventy-seven 
the  examination  in  nursing.  Both  examina- 
tions are  of  a  high  standard  and  have  been 
carried  out  under  the  supervision  of  a  board 
of  examiners  which  includes  several  well- 
known  surgeons.  It  is  intended  that  the 
work  of  the  Corps  shall  continue  after  the 
cessation  of  hostilities,  and  a  full  programme 
of  activities  is  planned  to  operate  so  soon 
as  the  present  emergency  is  over. 

Slough  Officers  and  Address. — At  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Slough  and  Maidenhead  Branch 
of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
held  at  Slough  on  June  8,  the  following 
officers  were  elected  for  the  year :  Chairman, 
Mr.  H.  B.  Elliot,  Slough;  Vice-chairman, 
Mr.  H.  F.  Breakspear,  Maidenhead ;  Secre- 
tary and  Treasurer,  Mr.  E.  W.  Rogers, 
Slough.

He. said  that  it  was  desirable  that 
pharmacy  should  take  its  proper  place  in 
the  scheme,  and  that  means  should  be 
provided  whereby  it  had  control  of  the 
'service  it  would  be  called  upon  to  render. 
The  Joint  Committee  had  so  far  only  dealt 
with  the  question  of  administration.  It 
was  the  policy  of  the  Committee  that  the 
pharmaceutical  service  should  be  provided 
through  existing  pharmacies.  Mr.  Kemp 
was  optimistic  as  to  the  future,  and  said 
that  here  was  the  long-awaited  opportunity 
^^'here  there  was  a  possibility  of  the  phar- 
macist coming  into  his  own.

— At  Ply- 
mouth City  police  court,  on  June  2,  Blake's 
Medical  Stores,  Ltd.,  pleaded  guilty  to 
having  sold  at  their  branch  shop  at  19 
Saltash  Street,  two  stoneware  hot-water 
bottles  at  a  pi  ice  above  the  maximum.  The 
Board  of  Trade,  who  prosecuted,  stated 
that  a  custoipaer  was  charged  8s.  6d.,  the 
correct  price  being  5s.  lod.  It  was  fair  to 
say  that  when  the  matter  was  brought  to 
the  company's  notice  they  frankly  admitted 
that  a  mistake  had  been  made  and  refunded 
the  overcharge.  A  fine  of  £2,  with  ^5  5s. 
costs,  was  imposed.  • 

**  Red  Wine  Vinegar." — At  Hanley  stip- 
endiary court,  on  June  13,  Twigg  &  Butters, 
Ltd.,  Clifton,  Bristol,  were  fined  _£2  and 
costs  on  each  of  two  summonses  relating  to 
a  sale  of  vinegar.  The  charges  were  of 
giving  a  false  warranty  to  Siddall  Brothers, 
Ltd.,  wholesale  grocers,  Fenton,  in  respect 
of  a  "red  wine  vinegar,"  and  of  selling 
vinegar  not  of  the  quality  and  substance  de- 
manded. The  evidence  put  forward  by  the 
prosecution  was  that  the  company  sold  15 
gross  bottles  of  the  product  to  Siddall  Bros., 
Ltd.,  who  in  turn  sold  one  dozen  bottles  to 
a  retailer.  A  sample  of  the  vinegar  obtained 
from  the  retailer  was  found,  on  analysis, 
to  be  deficient  in  acetic  acid  to  the  extent 
of  19  per  cent.  A  warranty  had  been  given 
on  the  invoice  which,  in  the  circumstances, 
was  false.  The  explanation  advanced  by 
the  defence  was  that  during  the  air-raids  in 
1940-41  the  company's  manufactory  had 
been  destroyed,  together  with  delicate 
measuring  instruments  which  they  had  not 
been  able  to  replace.  The  deficiency  was 
claimed  to  be  small  and  the  amount  of 
extra  profit  to  equal  only  5s.  per  £100  worth 
of  goods  sold. 

A  Sugar  Confectionery  Technical  "

"  Challenge  "  Treatment  Challenged. — 

Leeds  City  police  court,  on  June  12,  Willi- 
and  Daisy  Noble,  herbalists,  18  Louis  Str~ 
Leeds,  were  each  fined  a  total  of  ^10  on  fo 
counts  of  selling  a  product  known 
"Woods'  Challenge  treatment"  witho 
proper  labelling  as  required  by  the  Ph- 
macy  and  Medicines  Act,  1941.  The  charg 
concerned  three  sales  of  pills  and  one  of 
liquid  to  an  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceuti 
Society.  Seeing  newspaper  advertisemen 
of  the  treatment  as  "supreme  for  all  cas 
of  irregularities,"  the  inspector  had  writte 
for  details.  The  defendants  traded  from 
their  house,  and  the  inspector  was  sent 
stereotyped  circular  recommending  t' 
treatment  for  "the  most  unyielding  cases. 
He  enclosed  remittance  for  a  sample  trea 
ment,  and  received  a  box  of  pills,  enclose 
in  a  box  with  no  descriptive  label  as  r 
quired  by  the  Act.  Inside  was  a  paper  si' 
instructing  the  patient  to  "take  reasonab 
outdoor  exercise,  have  hot  baths,  or,  : 
alternative,  place  the  feet  in  hot  water  wit 
a  little  mustard . ' '  Sending  money  for  f urth 
treatment,  he  received  another  box  of  pill 
with  directions  for  use,  but  no  descriptio 
of  ingredients.  Later  he  received  a  thi" 
box  of  pills  and  a  bottle  of  medicine,  no' 
of  which  gave  details  of  composition.  Wh 
interviewed,  the  male  defendant  said 
was  unaware  of  the  existence  of  the  194

"too  factual"  teaching. 

iggested  Changes 

The  F.B.I,  report  makes  concrete  sug- 
Isstions  for  remedying  this  state  of  affairs. 
J  he  principal  ones  include  the  sound  idea 
[lat  specialisation  in  secondary  schools 
lould  be  "kept  in  bounds,"  and  that 
lere  should  be  "easy  opportunities  of 
^•ansfer"  from  one  type  of  school  to 
lother.  If  this  system  is  adopted,  many 
ilse  starts  will  be  avoided.  Physical  well- 
sing  should,  it  is  stated,  receive  suitable 
ttention.  Even  after  the  modern  emphasis 


on  games  is  taken  into  account,  there  is 
room,  I  believe,  for  a  more  considered 
treatment  of  health.  Teachers  at  technical 
colleges  should,  it  is  recommended,  have 
opportunities  of  obtaining  "a  first-hand 
view  of  industrial  techniques";  and  for 
"young  people  at  school"  (presumably 
senior  scholars)  visits  to  factories  should 
be  arranged.  The  contribution  of  existing 
"works  schools"  to  the  problem  of  launch- 
ing adolescents  in  industry  is  described  as 
most  successful :  if  such  schools  are  to  be 
a  permanent  feature  of  education,  the 
avoidance  of  overlapping  will  need  atten- 
tion. Finally,  it  is  suggested  that  while 
access  to  universities  should  be  easier,  the 
number  of  students  admitted  "should  be 
adjusted  to  the  volume  of  suitable  openings 
in  industry  and  elsewhere."  The  under-, 
lying  assumption  is,  let  us  hope,  that  in  the 
post-war  world  no  one  will  be  idle. 

Tinctures  of  the  First  B.P. 

This  section  of  last  week's  issue  ended 
with  an  allusion  to  the  paregoric  of  the  1851 
London  Pharmacopoeia  and  that  of  the  1 864 
British  Pharmacopoeia.  While  refreshing 
my  memory  about  these  tinctures,  I 
noticed  some  facts  in  your  issue  of  February 
15,  1865,  which  are  worth  recalling.  The 
formula  of  tinctura  camphorae  cum  opio, 
B.P.  1864,  was  substantially  that  of  the 
last  Edinburgh  Pharmacopoeia,  one-ninth 
stronger  in  opium  than  the  corresponding 
London  formula  and  one-ninth  weaker  than 
its  Dublin  counterpart.  The  authorities 
concerned  seem  to  have  adopted  a  British 
compromise  on  the  "in  medio  tutissimus" 
principle.  In  1864  a  controversy  regarding 
the  preparation  of  tinctures  was  still  await- 
ing settlement.  The  points  at  issue  were : 
Should  maceration  01  percolation  be  the 
general  process  ?  Should  each  tincture  be 
made  up  to  a  specified  volume?  Mr.  T.  H. 
Hills  and  Mr.  John  Mackay  wished  to  retain 
the  old  method  of  maceration.  Mr.  Peter 
Squire,  more  diplomaticall)^  "thought  the 
advantage  of  percolation  over  maceration 
had  not  been  clearly  established,  while  the 
difficulty  of  applying  percolation  in  many 
cases  was  generally  admitted."  Piofessor 
Redwood  advocated  a  method  which  he 
'termed  "the  automatic  displacement  pro- 
cess." As  to  the  final  volume  to  be 
obtained,  a  contributor  to  the  "Lancet" 
aired  the  retrograde  opinion  that  tinctures 
should  be  left  as  they  came  from  the  press.

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REVISED  DRAFT 

The  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
has  issued  a  revised  draft  of  its  "Statement 
Upon  Matters  of  Professional  Conduct" 
for  the  guidance  of  pharmacists  and  cor- 
porate bodies  carrying  on  business  under 
the  Pharmacy  Acts.  The  following  are  its 
provisions : — 

1.  At  all  premises  registered  under  the  Phar- 
macy Acts  a  reasonably  comprehensive  phar- 
maceutical service  should  be  provided. 

2.  Employment  as  the  sole  pharmacist  in  any 
set  of  retail  premises  should  not  be  offered  to, 
or  accepted  by,  a  pharmacist  when  he  is  not  able 
or  required  by  his  employer  to  perform  the  full 
duties  of  a  pharmacist  in  charge  of  a  pharmacy. 

3.  The  efficacy  of  a  physician's  prescription  or 
proposed  treatment  should  not  be  discussed 
with  a  patient  in  such  a  manner  as  to  impair 
confidence. 

4.  No  substitution  of  articles  or  ingredients 
prescribed  by  a  physician  should  be  made  save 
in  cases  of  obvious  error  or  in  an  emergency. 
In  all  such  cases  the  authority  of  the  physician 
shoiild  be  obtained  wherever  possible. 

5.  No  inducement  such  as  a  prize  or  gift 
should  be  offered  to  encourage  the  public  to 
bring  prescriptions  to  a  pharmacy. 

6.  Where  the  price,  charged  elsewhere  for  a 
prescription  is  known,  a  lower  price  should  not 
be  charged  solely  to  undercut  the  other  price. 

7.  Advertisements  to  the  public  should  not 
refer  to  dispensing  services,  provided  that  this 
shall  not  apply  to  the  use  of  the  description 
"Dispensing  chemist"  or  to  the  exhibition  of 
a  notice  at  any  premises  stating  that  dispensing 
is  carried  on  there. 

8.  Advertisements  of  medicines  held  out  as 
likely  to  cure  or  to  exercise  a  salutary  influence 
on  the  course  of  any  of  the  following  diseases 
should  not  be  issued  to  the  public : — 

Arthritis    lupus    deafness  rupture. 

9.  Advertisement  of  medicines  should  not  be 
issued  to  the  public  referring  to  sexual  weakness. 

10.  Advertisements  concerning  contracep- 
tives should  not  be  distributed  to  any  person 
who  has  not  asked  to  receive  such  advertise- 
ments. 

11.  Contraceptive  preparations  and  appli- 
ances, or  their  illustrations,  should  not  be 
exhibited. 

12.  Names  of  substances  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  or  British  Pharmaceutical  Codex 
or  names  closely  resembling  them  should  not  be 
applied  to  substances  of  a  different  composition. 

13.  Advertisements  should  not  include  in 
connexion  with  a  recommendation — 

(a)  the  name  of  a  pharmacist ; 

(b)  a  photograph  of  a  named  pharmacist; 

(c)  a  pharmaceutical  qualification  (however 
described)  of  a  named  pharmacist ; 

(d)  a  testimonial  given  by  a  named  phar- 
macist ; 

unless  they  are  advertisements  of  articles  pre- 
pared or  sold  exclusively  by  that  pharmacist 
or  by  a  corporate  body  of  which  he  is  a  director 
or  a  partner. 


OF  ETHICS  CODE 

14.  The  name  and  quaUfication  of  a  pharma- 
cist should  not  be  associated  with  the  marketing 
of  any  preparation  or  treatment,  unless  the 
pharmacist  is  personally  engaged  in  the  business 
so  as  to  be  able  to  supervise  the  marketing  and 
distribution. 

15.  Orders  for  drugs  and  medicines  should  not 
be  solicited  from  door  to  door. 

16.  A  drug  or  medicine  notoriously  capable 
of  being  used  to  gratify  addiction  or  for  other 
abusive  purposes  should  not  be  supplied  when 
there  is  reason  to  suppose  that  it  is  required 
for  such  purposes. 

17.  Articles  for  medicinal  use  designated  by 
the  Council  as  undesirable  should  not  be  sold. 


NEW  BOOKS 

Plastic  Moulding. — D.  A.  Dearie.  7  in.  by 
4^  in.,  pp.  104.  6s.  Hutchinson  &  Co,,  47 
Princes'  Gate,  London,  S.W.7.  This  book, 
written  by  the  manager  of  a  well-known 
American  moulding  plant,  gives  in  clear 
language  the  how,  when,  where,  and  what 
of  plastic  moulding,  and  adds  practical 
advice  on  technique,  and  illustrations  of 
machinery.  Examples  of  shop  practice  and 
layout,  and  methods  of  costing,  are  given. 

An  Industry  of  Health, — T.  B.  Layton, 
M.S.,  F.R.C.S.,  4|in.  by  7i  in.,  pp.  96. 
3s.  6d.  William  Heinemann,  Medical  Books, 
Ltd.,  99  Great  Russell  Street,  London, 
W.C.I.  The  author,  a  well-known  surgeon, 
dedicates  his  book,  which  he  describes  as 
an  "exposition  of  Assumption  B  of  the 
Beveridge  Report,"  to  the  medically-minded 
layman.  The  writer  regards  the  family 
doctor  as  the  co-ordinating  centre  for  all 
the  work  done  by  specialists,  pathologists, 
dentists  and  the  many  helpers  in  the  numer- 
ous branches  which  will  make  up  the  new 
State  medicine.  The  family  doctor  should 
know  enough  of  every  other  speciality  to 
be  its  first-rate  critic  but  not  enough  to  be 
its  fifth-rate  practitioner.  The  time  has 
come,  states  the  author,  for  the  G.P.  to 
cease  dabbling  in  other  men's  jobs  and  to 
face  facts  clearly  and  decide  precisely  what 
is  his  own  function.  The  author  styles  him- 
self a  self-appointed  spokesman  ^for  all 
workers  in  the  "industry  of  health,"  but  in 
his  book  he  appears  to  show  little  apprecia- 
tion of  the  important  work  of  the  pharma- 
cist in  the  scheme  of  things.  Considering  the 
little  opportunity-  medical  men  have  of 
learning  what  pharmacy  really  means,  this 
will  not  surprise  pharmacists.  With  this 
reservation,  the  book  may  be  recommended 
to  laymen  who  may  be  unaware  of  the 
many  facets  of  any  State  medical  scheme. 
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WHITE  PAPER  DEBATED  AT  EDINBURGH 


A  SPECIAL  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  and 
South-eastern  Scottish  Branch  was  held  on 
June  2,  Mr.  W.  A.  Beattie  in  the  chair,  to 
discuss  problems  arising  from  the  White 
Paper.  The  chairman  called  on  Mr.  Peter 
NiSBET  to  open  the  discussion. 

Intensive  Training  for  a     Proper  Place  " 

Mr.  Nisbet  said  that,  prior  to  the  intro- 
duction of  the  National  Health  Insurance 
Act,  retail  pharmacists  did  a  large  propor- 
tion of  dispensing  under  what  was  called 
"club  practice."  The  introduction  of  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Act  did  away 
with  a  great  deal  of  the  club  system  except 
for  the  juvenile  lodges,  and  established  the 
principle  of  "the  doctor  prescribes  and  the 
chemist  dispenses."  At  the  time  this  was 
considered  an  important  gain  for  the  chem- 
ist. Unfortunately,  in  some  parts  of  Scot- 
land, a  certain  amount  of  club  practice  still 
prevailed  at  a  remuneration  far  below 
N.H.I,  rates.  He  thought  chemists  should 
look  upon  the  past  few  years  as  a  period  of 
intensive  training  that  had  fitted  them  to 
take  their  proper  place  in  the  National 
Health  Service  now  proposed.  Every  chem- 
ist should  see  to  it  that  his  pharmacy  was 
properly  equipped  to  deal  with  the  domi- 
ciliary side  of  the  service ;  clinics  should  be 
largely,  if  not  entirely,  advice  bureaux. 

Mr.  Somerville  thought  they  should 
stress  that  all  dispensing  for  Government 
service  should  be  paid  for  on  a  basis  that 
would  bear  its  share  in  the  on-cost  charge  of 
pharmacy.  He  did  not  think  the  Govern- 
ment would  introduce  a  pharmaceutical 
branch  of  the  civil  service  but,  if  they  did, 
proper  compensation  would  have  to  be  paid 
to  the  chemist  for  his  vested  interest.  It 
seemed  wrong  that,  whereas  doctors  and 
other  bodies  negotiating  with  Government 
departments  dealt  with  their  professional 
brethren,  pharmacists  had  never  had  the 
advantage  of  negotiating  with  a  Govern- 
ment servant  who  was  at  the  same  time  a 
qualified  pharmacist. 

The  Chairman  then  called  on  Mr.  Tees- 
dale  to  give  his  notes. 

Size  of  Pharmaceutical  Units 

Mr.  Teesdale  thought  it  would  be  better 
to  discuss  in  detail  the  pharmaceutical 
service  in  the  individual  pharmacy  before 
considering  the  health  centre  and  remun- 
eration. Pharmacies  should  be  run  on  a 
bigger  scale  so  that  two  or  more  qualified 
men  could  be  employed  in  each.  They 
must  guard  against  dilution  of  labour.  No 


shop  should  be  allowed  to  employ  mo 
than  one  apprentice  per  two  pharmacis' 
with,  in  shops  having  more  than  two  ph- 
macists,  an  additional  apprentice  for  ea 
additional  pharmacist  carried.  If  desired 
unqualified  assistant  engaged  in  dispensi 
could  be  substituted  for  an  apprentice,  b 
care  should  be  taken  to  reduce  the  numb 
of   such   assistants   to   a   minimum,  a 
wherever  practicable  they  should  be  offer 
facilities  to  qualify.  This  would  ensure  th 
all  dispensing  was  done  by  or  under  t' 
direct  personal  supervision  of  a  pharmaci 
Remuneration  under  the  new  service  w 
bound  to  be  directly  proportional  to  th 
salaries  of  employee  pharmacists.  Ther' 
fore  it  was  important  both  to  employer  an 
employee  that  the  Joint  Industrial  Counc 
for  retail  pharmacy  should  fix  the  sala 
scales  at  the  highest  possible  level.  Unfo 
tunately  the  J.I.C.  decisions  did  not  appl 
to  Scotland,  but  he  hoped  a  similar  bod 
would  be  set  up  there  without  delay.  N 
shop  should  be  admitted  to  the  register  o 
contractors  unless  it  paid  its  employees  th 
J.I.C.  scale  or  a  higher  figure.  There  woul 
be  no  need    for  many   shops   to  give 
twenty-four-hour    service.  Investigatio 
both  in  retail  and  hospital  pharmacy  ha 
shown  that  the  number  of  really  urgent 
requests  at  night  were  few,  and  one  shop 
could  therefore  cover  a  very  wide  area.  Nor 
was  there  any  need  for  shops  to  be  open  from 

8  a.m.  to  8  p.m.  The  public  could  quite 
easily    obtain    its    requirements  between 

9  a.m.  and  6  p.m.  Rota  systems  should  be 
worked  out.  Necessary  equipment  and 
stock  should  be  decided  by  a  local  com- 
mittee formed  for  the  purpose. 

More  Pharmacists  Needed 

Mr.  Macmorran  said  he  thought  that, 
under  present  circumstances,  the  National 
Health  Service  would  be  an  extension  of 
the  existing  National  Health  Insurance 
service.  Had  any  estimate  been  made  of 
the  number  of  pharmacists  who  would  be 
required  to  carry  out  the  dispensing? 
Especially  in  England,  where  a  great  deal 
of  private  dispensing  was  done  by  doctors, 
would  it  not  be  necessary  to  have  more 
pharmacists  ? 

Mr.  Ferguson  thought  there  should  b 
a  type  of  consultant  pharmacist  in  th 
clinics  rather  than  a  dispensing  pharmacist 
so   that    pharmacists    outside   could  get 
technical  advice. 

Mr.  Teesdale  said  he  thought  it  was 
essential  that  a  pharmacist  in  the  Health 
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ntre  should  be  there  not  only  in  a  con- 
Itative  capacity  but  for  anything  wanted.

Dr.  Tait  said  the  great  fear  was  that 
ey  would  be  dominated  entirely  by  full- 
ne  paid  officials.  He  thought  it  might  be 
od  to  have  a  Pharmacy  Board  somewhat 


on  the  lines  of  the  Standing  Committee 
but  on  it,  as  on  the  War  Committee,  a  Gov- 
ernment official  or  two. 

Mr.  Somerville  thought  the  essential 
difference  between  Mr.  Boyd's  conception  of 
a  Pharmacy  Board  and  Mr.  Drummond's 
was  that  in  the  first  case  the  majority  would 
be  elected  by  the  Government  and  in  the 
second  case  by  the  pharmaceutical  body. 

Mr.  Nisbet  asked  if  the  representation 
on  the  proposed  Central  Pharmacy  Board 
would  be  as  small  as  that  on  the  Poisons 
Board. 

Mr.  Tainsh  said  if  they  were  going  to 
do  the  dispensing  for  the  whole  of  the 
population  there  would  need  to  be  a  division 
in  pharmacy.  Those  who  wanted  to  carry 
on  with  toilet  sales  and  the  general  side  of 
pharmacy  (probably  termed  "druggists") 
would  have  to  be  separated  from  those 
who  would  do  dispensing  alone. 

The  Chairman  said  they  did  not  all 
seem  agieed  on  the  necessity  for  a  Central 
Pharmacy  Board.  He  was  sure  they  would 
all  feel  that  it  might  be  worth  while  holding 
another  meeting  at  an  early  date. 


HUNDREDS  AT  GLASGOW  DISCUSS  N.H.S. 


:vERAL  hundred  members  of  the  Glasgow 
d  South-western  Scottish  Branch  at- 
nded  a  discussion  in  Glasgow  on  June  4 
the  Government's  White  Paper  and 
s  relation  to  pharmacy.  Mr.  Andrew 
?FicER  (chairman  of  .the  Branch),  who 
esided,  pointed  out  that  pharmacy  had 
ceived  scant  mention  in  the  White 
iper.  Pharmacists  were  not  prepared  to 
ke  up  a  servile  attitude  or  to  receive  what 
as  left  in  the  pool  after  others  were 
tisfied.  Their  profession  was  now  highly 
ganised,  technical  training  had  advanced, 
id  they  had  young  people  greatly  con- 
rned  with  their  future  as  pharmacists. 
3  skilled  craftsmen  they  desired  decent 
muneration  and  were  prepared  for  co- 
Deration  without  subordination. 
Mr.  F.  W.  M.  Bennett,  Arbroath  (chair- 
an,  Scottish  Joint  Standing  Committee 
id  of  the  joint  pharmaceutical  committee 
Scotland  dealing  with  the  proposed 
alth  scheme),  said  that  when  his  Scottish 
illeague  on  the  London  Joint  Committee 
11  ill  he  took  advice  and  got  a  Scottish 
ommittee  formed,  of  which  he  himself 
ad  been  appointed  chairman,  in  virtue 
his  iftembership  of  the  main  committee 
London.  They  had  formed  a  sub- 
Dmmittee,  with  powers  to  choose  a 
ropaganda  committee,  and  they  were 
Dusidering  employing  a  legal  person,  with 


knowledge  of  parliamentary  procedure  and 
legislation,  to  guide  them.  They  had  made 
no  decisions,  however,  and  wanted  the 
views  of  pharmacists.  These  they  would 
consider  before  drawing  up  their  policy. 
Control  of  pharmacy,  said  Mr.  Bennett, 
would  come.  As  pharmacists  they  would 
object  to  Government  control  in  which 
they  had  no  voice.  Public  money  was 
involved,  and  they  could  not  expect 
the  Government  to  hand  over  control 
to  them;  the  best  scheme  seemed  to 
be  joint  control  by  the  Government,  with 
pharmacy  represented. 

Dr.  Joseph  Tait  (resident  secretary  in 
Scotland  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society) 
said  that  doctors  were  up  against  certain 
things  in  the  White  Paper  also,  and  that 
the  doctors  would  not  be  against  the 
pharmacists  in  their  fight.  There  should 
be  a  patient-chemist  relationship  as  there 
was  a  patient-doctor  relationship.  They 
did  not  want  to  put  their  views  before  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Scotland  till  they 
had  their  plans  ready. 

Discussion  was  joined  by  Messrs.  Clark, 
Gray,  Currie,  Ferguson,  C.  Campbell,  and 
others,  and  it  was  ultimately  agreed  that 
the  Branch  committee  should  consider  the 
White  Paper,  and  present  a  report  on  it 
to  a  full  meeting  of  the  Branch,  further 
action  to  be  considered  at  that  time. 
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The  fact  that  goods  made  of  raw  materials 
in  short  supply  owing  to  war  conditions  are 
advertised  in  this  paper  or  described  in  its 
editorial  columns  should  not  be  taken  as  an 
indication  that  they  are  necessarily  available 
for  export. 


The  Scheme  in  Scotland 

Pharmacists  in  Scotland,  for  all  their 
traditional  caution,  seem  to  have  been 
quicker  off  the  mark  in  discussing  the  White 
Paper  than  the  majority  of  their  opposite 
numbers  south  of  the  Border.  It  is  true 
that,  in  the  inner  counsels  of  the  elect, 
plans  may  have  reached  a  more  concrete 
stage  in  this  country ;  where  Scotland  scores 
is  in  its  appreciation,  first,  of  the  need  for 
securing  the  approval  of  a  majority  of 
members  at  all  stages  and  right  from  the 
start,  and  secondly,  of  the  value  of  ample 
publicity  being  given  to  all  deliberations. 

Already  discussions  on  the  White  Paper 
have  taken  place  at  meetings  of  the  Scottish 
Joint  Committee,  the  General  Council  of 
Panel  Chemists  (Scotland),  the  Glasgow 
and  South-western  Scottish  Branch  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  (at  which,  according 
to  the  report,  "several  hundred  members" 
were  present)  and  the  Edinburgh  and 
South-eastern  Scottish  Branch.  The  initia- 
tive appears  to  have  been  taken  by  Mr. 
F.  W.  M.  Bennett,  who,  in  addition  to  his 
chairmanship  of  Scottish  committees,  repre- 
sents Scotland  on  the  Joint  Committee  in 
London.  At  Glasgow,  on  June  4,  Mr. 
Bennett  explained  that  when  his  Scottish 


colleague  on  the  London  Joint  Committee 
fell  ill,  he  took  advice  and  secured  the 
formation  of  a  Scottish  committee.  This 
action  will  be  applauded  generally  through- 
out Scotland,  and  it  was  only  fitting  that  • 
Mr.  Bennett  should  himself  have  been 
selected  as  chairman  of  the  new  committee. 
Indeed,  whilst  explaining  in  his  statement 
that  "they  had  made  no  decisions,  however, 
and  wanted  the  views  of  pharmacists,"  he 
showed  himself  alive  to  democratic  needs. 
Mr.  Bennett  also  proved  himself  a  leader 
with  some  constructive  ideas  of  the  path 
along  which  he  wished  Scottish  pharmacy 
to  develop.  His  suggestion  was  that  prime 
consideration  should  be  given  to  the  estab- 
lishment of  a  central  authority  of  suitable 
composition  to  give  reasonable  freedom  of 
action  to  pharmacists  alongside  a  satisfac- 
tory professional  standing.  None  of  the 
meetings  referred  to  came  to  any  concrete 
decision  on  this  point  but,  as  was  pointed 
out,  the  subject  was  one  which  required 
weeks  and  months  of  consideration,  and 
members  contributed  freely,  from  many 
viewpoints,  towards  providing  the  necessary 
basis  for  this  consideration. 

Publicity  Sought 

The  desire  for  publicity  was  expressed 
by  Mr.  A.  A.  Meldrum,  Aberdeen,  a  member 
of  the  Council  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society, 
who  urged  that  "detailed  reports  should 
be  made  of  all  meetings  of  the  Committee 
[the  Scottish  Joint  Committee]  with  a  view 
to  co-ordinating  the  points  considered  and 
having  them  circulated  to  the  pharma- 
ceutical Press  and  perhaps  also  to  the  lay 
Press."  Mr.  Meldrum  further  suggested  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  to  deal  with 
propaganda  aspects,  and  it  is  satisfactory 
to  note  that  this  suggestion  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Tait,  the  resident  secretary  of  the 
Society  in  Scotland,  was  undoubtedly 
expressing  a  majority  opinion  when  he  said 
that  members  did  not  want  to  put  their  ^ 
views  before  the  Secretary  of  State  for 
Scotland  till  they  had  their,  plans  ready, 
and  perhaps  the  chairman  showed  himself 
a  little  lacking  in  confidence  in  the  Joint 
Committee  when  he  pointed  out  that  the 
Scottish  Committee  could  approach  the 
Government  independently  of  the  Joint 
Committee's  decisions  in  London.  This  is, 
of  course,  true,  but  while  it  is  probable 
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that  there  are  points  which  will  have  to 
be  differently  arranged  in  the  two  countries, 
it  is  greatly  to  be  hoped  that  substantial 
agreement  may  be  reached  in  advance,  so 
that  the  tendency  in  the  future  may  be 
towards  greater  unity  and  not  to  still  further 
divergence  of  practice. 

A  Cause  of  Uneasiness 

We  have  the  feeling  that  in  some  of  the 
resolutions  that  have  been  sent  up  by 
■English  branches  to  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  there  is  a  similar 
uneasiness  that  decisions  may  have  been, 
or  may  come  to  be,  taken  that  are  not 
backed  by  majority  support  throughout  the 
country.  This  is,  as  we  have  previously 
pointed  out,  largely  inevitable  in  view  of 
the  secrecy  which  has  surrounded  some  of 
the  activities  of  the  Society's  Council  and 
other  bodies  in  the  profession.  When 
members  are  unaware  of  what  is  going  on 
or  feel  that  something  is  being  kept  back, 
they  are  inclined  to  put  forward  "jumpy" 
resolutions  aimed  at  tying  the  hands  of 
their  leaders  to  a  special  line  of  action  on  a 
specific  point.  It  is  probable,  of  course, 
that  the  majority  of  the  resolutions  put 
forward  by  branches  only  serve  to  confirm 
the  line  taken  by  official  spokesmen  of  the 
profession ;  some  of  these  would,  of  course, 
be  unnecessary  if  that  were  fully  known 
to  be  the  case.  There  is  a  third  type  of 
resolution  which  may  advance  valuable 
points  not  previously  thought  of,  and  phar- 
macists generally  would  like  some  guarantee 
that  these  are  fully  considered  by  the  Joint 
Committee. 

Opportunities  Wanted 

Even  if  the  considerable  degree  of 
interest  which  is  discernible  in  Scotland  is 
prompted  in  part  by  the  feeling  that  the 
interests  of  Scottish  pharmacists  are  not 
quite  identical  with  those  of  members  from 
England  and  Wales,  Scotland  is  to  be 
congratulated  on  a  very  promising  start  to 
its  deliberations  on  one  of  the  most  impor- 
tant issues  that  has  ever  confronted 
members  of  the  profession.  Time  may  yet 
prove  that  the  very  slowness  of  the  method 
adopted  is  a  guarantee  of  greater  sureness 
of  result.  We  should  like  to  see  in  England 
and  Wales  meetings  attended  by  much 
greater  numbers  of  pharmacists  than  most 


branches  can  provide  and,  in  view  of  the 
postponement  of  the  Branch  Representa- 
tives' meeting,  the  hope  may  be  expressed 
that  some  alternative  in  the  way  of  arfea 
conferences  may  in  due  course  be  devised. 

An  I.G.  Contract  Upheld 

In  an  eighteen-page  typewritten  judgment 
given  at  Toronto  recently,  a  claim  by  the- 
Bayer  Co.,  Ltd.,  of  Canada,  that  its  con- 
tracts with  I.  G.  Farben  Corporation, 
Frankfurt,  Germany,  were  dissolved  when 
Canada  and  Germany  entered  the  war,  was 
dismissed  without  costs.  The  company 
held  a  contract  with  I.  G.  Farben  under 
which  the  Canadian  company  was  to  pay 
the  German  corporation  one-half  of  its  net 
profits  on  all  sales  of  the  company's  pro- 
ducts. Since  September  1939  the  German 
share  has  been  paid  in  to  the  Custodian  of 
Enemy  Property.  The  ruling  now  given 
establishes  that  the  contract  was  not  dis- 
solved by  the  war.  The  Bayer  Co.  claimed 
that  when  Germany  and  Canada  went  to 
war  the  German  corporation  had  failed  to 
perform  its  contract.  The  judge  held  that, 
since  the  contract  does  not  involve  inter- 
course with,  nor  benefit  to,  the  enemy,  it  is 
not  one  which  is  automatically  dissolved 
on  the  declaration  of  war,  and  further  that, 
property  in  the  contract  having  passed  to 
the  Custodian  on  September  2,  1939  (eight 
days  before  Canada  went  to  war)  there  was 
no  contract  with  an  alien  enemy  when  war 
broke  out.  The  contract  was  entered  into 
in  1923  for  a  period  of  fifty  years. 

Ergotamine  in  Shell-shock 

The  Deputy  Medical  Officer  of  the  U.S.  War 
Office  Administration  has  stated  in  a  re- 
cent bulletin  issued  by  the  U.S.  Office  of 
War  Information  that  ergotamine  tartrate 
is  being  successfully  used  to  overcome  the 
physical  effects  of  shell-shock.  The  salt  is 
stated  to  be  permanently  effective  in  two 
hours,  without  harmful  after-effects.  Tests 
on  several  hundred  merchant  seamen 
showed  that  the  physical  manifestations  of 
psychoneurosis  (nervousness,  trembling  and 
stomach  upset)  are  quickly  relieved.  The 
results  of  the  tests  have  been  turned  over 
to  the  United  States  Army  authorities. 
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ABSORPTION  FROM  OINTMENT  BASES 


Mr.  John  Rae,  M.P.S.,  contributed  to  a 
recent  issue  of  the  "British  Journal  of 
Dermatology  and  Syphilis  "  (56.  92.  1944), 
a  "Method  of  Testing  Absorption  from 
Various  Ointment  Bases."  The  following  is 
an  abstract  of  his  article  : — 

It  was  thought  that  some  comparative 
values  of  absorption  from  various  non- 
greasy  ointment  bases  would  prove  of 
value.  Advantage  was  taken  of  the  fact 
that  crystalloids  in  solution  pass  through 
a  cellulose  transparent  film  if  placed  in 
distilled  water.  The  results  obtained 
probably  represent  what  takes  place  when 
the  ointment  is  applied  to  broken  skin. 
The  medicament  used  was  sodium  chloride 
2  per  cent.,  which  was  chosen  on  accovmt 
of  its  ready  solubility  and  the  fact  that  it 
could  be  accurately  estimated  by  titration 
with  decinormal  silver  nitrate  solution. 

Method  of  Testing 

A  sheet  of  cellulose  film,  5  in.  by  7  in., 
was  moistened  with  distilled  water  in  the 
centre  and  placed  over  the  rimmed 
end  of  a  piece  of  glass  tubing  10  cm. 
long  and  of  2-5  cm.  internal  diameter, 
open  at  both  ends  but  having  a  slight 
external  rim  at  one.  The  film  was  drawn 
well  up  the  side  of  the  tube  and  secured 
with  a  rubber  band.  25  gm.  of  the  ointment 
to  be  tested  was  introduced  into  the  tube 
through  the  open  end,  and  gently  forced 
against  -the  cellulose  film  by  pressure 
applied  by  means  of  a  circular  wooden 
stick  which  just  fitted  inside  the  glass  tube. 
50  c.c.  of  distilled  water  was  placed  in  a 
small  beaker,  and  the  tube  supported  by  a 
suitable  retort  clamp  placed  in  it  so  that 
the  end  containing  the  ointment  covered 
with  the  cellulose  film  was  immersed  to  a 
depth  of  about  ^  in.  This  was  left  for 
twenty -four  hours  for  diffusion  to  take  place. 
The  water  in  the  beaker  was  transferred  to 
a  porcelain  titration  pot,  the  beaker  being 
rinsed  out  with  a  further  50  c.c.  of  distilled 
water.  This  solution  was  then  titrated  with 
N/io  silver  nitrate  solution,  using  a  solution 
of  potassium  chromate  as  an  indicator. 

Results 

For  comparative  purposes  some  of  the 
older  type  of  greasy  ointment  bases  were 
tested  at  the  same  time.  The  results  are 
given  in  the  table  in  the  adjoining  column. 

In  Nos.  I,  2,  3  and  4  the  sodium  chloride 
was  dissolved  in  a  minimum  amount  of 
distilled  water  and  then  incorporated  in  the 
base.  To  ensure  that  No.  20  did  not  contain 


anything  that  would  react  with  the  silver 
nitrate  to  give  such  a  high  figure,  a  repeat 
test  was  made  omitting  the  sodium  chloride  ; 
only  o-i  c.c.  was  required.  AH  the  water- 
soluble  bases  require  a  preservative,  the 
esters  of  benzoic  acid  being  suitable,  as  is 
sodium  benzoate  0-002  per  cent.  Preserva- 
tive was  omitted  in  testing  the  bases  as  it 
would  react  with  the  silver  nitrate  solution.

Pharmacopoeial  Matters 

A  letter  was  read  from  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  Commission  enclosing  copy 
of  an  Amending  Notice  to  be  published 
in  the  official  "Gazette"  of  June  9.  The 
Notice,  which  dealt  with  schedule  oint- 
ments, read:  "The  period  during  which, 
ointments  prepared  according  to  'the 
original  formulae  of  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia, 1932,  or  Addenda,  may  be  dispensed 
or  supplied  is  extended  until  further  notice." 
The  letter  was  noted.  The  Registrar  of  the 
Medical  Registration  Council,  Dublin,  wrote 
stating  that  the  following  resolution  had 
been  passed  unanimously  by  the  Council 
and  published  in  the  official  "Gazette" 
("Iris  Oifigiuil"):  "The  Medical  Registra- 
tion Council  formally  decided  that  on  and 
after  May  2,  1944,  the  pharmacopoeial 
standards  as  set  forth  in  the  Schedule 
attached  to  this  resolution  to  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia,  1932,  be  until  further 
notice  the  standards  and  methods  required 
in  Ireland,  excepting  only  that  for  mistura 
sennae  composita,  the  present  and  the 
amended  formula  may  be  used  in  respect 
of  the  matter  contained  in  the  Schedule, 
and  that  the  Council  so  declare  their 
action  by  formally  placing  on  this  copy  of 
the  said  Schedule  this  resolution  of  the 
Council,  and  that  the  Seal  of  the  Council 
be  hereto  affixed."  The  fetter  was  noted. 

Mr.  John  J.  Gaynor  (law  adviser), 
reporting  on  recent  proceedings  against 
Smithwick  &  Co.,  Kilkenny,  wrote:  "This 
case  came  on  for  hearing  at  Kilkenny  on 
May  2.  In  view  of  the  plea  of  guilty  by 
the  defence,  and  their  undertaking  to  pay 
any  local  agent's  costs,  plus  ^4  expenses 
of  the  Society,  the  Justice,  applied  the 
Probation  Act.  I  received  the  £4  expenses 
and  forward  a  receipt." 

Poisons  by  Non- chemist  Traders 

Mr.  C.  J.  O'Doherty,  Ph.C,  Westport, 
wrote  as  secretary  of  the  Mayo  Pharma- 
ceutical Association:  "1  have  been  re- 
quested  to   bring   to   the   notice   of  the 


Pharmaceutical  Society  the  following  res 
lution,   which  was   adopted   at   our  la 
meeting  held   on   Apiil   27:     "That  t' 
Pharmaceutical    Society    of  Ireland 
requested  to  make  representations  to  t" 
Minister  for  Justice,  and  appeal  to  him  t 
instruct  all  county  managers  and  count 
councils  not  to  issue  licences  to  non-chemi. 
traders  in  towns  and  villages  supplied  b 
chemists  to  sell  poisons  such  as  arsenic- 
dips,  etc."  Replying  to  Mr.  O'Rourke,  th 
Registrar  (Mr.  J.J.  Kerr)  said  the  Counc' 
had  frequently  made  representations  on  t' 
lines    suggested   in   the   resolution.  M 
Whelehan  said  the  Minister  for  Justic 
would  have  to  make  representations  to  th 
Minister   for   Local   Government   on  t' 
matter. 

Mr.  Cahill  thought  it  would  be  bett 
to  wait  until  they  had  their  new  Pharmac 
Bill.   Already  they  had  tried  to  do  som" 
thing  in   this   way   through   the  count 
managers. 

The  President  said  the  letter  did  no 
indicate  if  the  Mayo  Association  had  bee 
in  contact  with  their  own  county  manager 
The  Registrar  said  he  doubted  from  th 
legal  point  of  view  if  the  Minister  coul 
issue  any  instructions  of  the  kind  suggeste 
to  the  county  managers.  The  most  he  coul 
do  would  be  to  make  a  request.  Mr.  Lester 
I  don't  think  you  will  get  anywhere  wit" 
the  county  managers. 

Mr.  Kissane  was  in  favour  of  setting  u 
a  small  subcommittee,  which  would  ge 
in  touch  with  the  local  Pharmaceutica 
Associations  on  this  matter.  Such  a  sub 
committee  could  put  the  ideas  of  thes 
Associations  before  the  Council  and  sho"' 
that  something  was  being  done. 

The  President  pointed  out  that  the  La 
Committee  already  dealt  with  these  mat 
ters.  The  lettei  from  the  Mayo  Associatio 
should  be  answered  and  the  positio 
clarified.  Any  suggestions  they  could  mak 
should  be  made  to  the  Mayo  Association 
The  Registrar  said  the  Minister  had  give 
the  impression  that  this  matter  would  b 
considered  in  connexion  with  new  legisla 
tion.  Mr.  Kissane  said  people  down  th 
country  did  not  realise  that  the  Counc' 
were  doing  everything  possible  to  remed' 
this  grievance. 

It  was  ultimately  agreed  that  th 
registrar  should  draft  a  reply  to  the  May 
Association  explaining  what  had  bee 
already  done,  and  pointing  out  why  th 
Council  thought  it  injudicious  to  act  in  th 
way  suggested  in  the  letter.

INSURANCE  ACT  DISPENSING 

Staffordshire. — The  annual  report  of  the 
Insurance  Committee  records  that  during 
1943,  1,395,102  prescriptions  were  dispensed 
at  a  cost  of  ^64,093,  against  1,254,861 
prescriptions  and  ;^53,996  in  1942.  The 
average  number  of  prescriptions  per  insured 
person  was  4-33,  against  4-03  in  1942,  and 
the  cost  per  insured  person,  3s.  11 -yd., 
against  3s.  7- id.  Persons  registered  as 
entitled  to  medical  benefit  in  the  commit- 
tee's area  totalled  370,774,  against  359,247 
in  the  previous  year. 

Payment  for  Ointments. — As  a  logical 
consequence  to  the  recent  extension  until 
further  notice  of  the  period  during  which 
the  alternative  formulas  for  the  ointments 
in  the  B.P.  Addendum  VI  may  be  used, 
Pricing  Offices  have  been  instructed  to 
price  for  the  old  pharmacopoeial  ointments 
and  not  for  the  Addendum  VI  alternatives, 
unless  the  chemist  specifies  on  the  prescrip- 
tion that  one  of  the  latter  has  been  used. 

Aberdeen. — At  a  recent  meeting  of  the 
Burgh  Insurance  Committee  it  was  alleged 
that  some  chemist  contractors  were  not 
adhering  to  the  7  p.m.  closing  requirement. 
A  letter  had  been  sent  to  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Committee,  and  a  reply  received  that 
the  7  p.m.  closing  would  be  adhered  to  so 
far  as  possible,  but  that  no  objection  should 
be  taken  if  one  or  two  shops  closed  earlier. 
The  Committee,  after  considerable  discus- 
sion, unanimously  decided  that  all  chemists 
in  the  city  must  adhere  to  the  recognised 
closing  time.

II.  The  Art  of  Prescribing 

''Full  ready  had  he  his  apothecaries, 
To  send  his  drugges  and  his  lectuaries.'" 
— The  Physician,  Canterbur}'  Tales. 
On  Strathpeffer's  face  at  the  moment  is  to  be 
seen  something  of  the  puzzled  look  depicted 
— in  a  book  published  in  the  sixteenth 
century  by  a  writer  of  that  period,  Hans 
Sach — on  the  countenance  of  a  pharmacist 
engaged  in  conference  with  a  physician  who 
holds  in  his  hand  a  prescription  at  which 
the  pharmacist  is  gazing.  Not  that  the  pre- 
scription Strathpeffer  holds  calls  for  any- 
thing like  "honey  emblici,  which  is  the 
fourth  kind  of  mirobalans,  with  roses 
strained  in  equal  parts  as  will  suffice."  Not 
that  Strathpeffer  can  look  forward  to  a 
princely  remuneration  for  such  labours  as 
he  is  about  to  undertake.  The  fee  for  dis- 
pensing some  of  the  electuaries  fashionable 
in  the  sixteenth  century  would  today  pur- 
chase a  Spitfire.  All  that  Strathpeffer  could 
hope  to  purchase  with  the  fee  paid  him  for 
his  services  might  be,  perhaps,  a  thumb-tack 
in  the  aircraft. 

Contemporary  Simplicity  " 

The  prescription  is  of  contemporary  sim- 
plicity. It  calls  for  three  items:  "Mist. 
Panacea,"  made  by  that  eminent  firm 
U.  &  I.;  "Tab.  Resurgam,"  made  by  that 
equally  renowned  firm  F.  &  G. ;  and  "  Ung. 
Omnipotens"  made  by  that  no  less  dis- 
tinguished firm,  Schlimmer,  Schulz,  and 
Dummkopf .  Dr.  Mundane,  who  has  handed 
it  to  Strathpeffer  for  his  earnest  considera- 
tion, puts  down  a  bottle  of  "Air-Raid" 
tablets  at  which  he  has  been  looking,  and 
offers  an  appropriate 
word  of  timely  sym- 
pathy. "I  hope  you 
have  these  in  stock.

"I  have  asked  the  patient  to  call 
here  later  on  in  the  day.  Will  that  be  al 
right?" 

Strathpeffer  has  not  worked  in  a  hos- 
pital pharmaceutical 
department  for  noth- 
ing, by  which  we 
realise  he  knows  that 
all  the  world  waits 
on  the  doctor,  or  is 
appropriately  repri- 
manded. Doctor 
Mundane  does  not 
therefore  wait  for  any 
assurance. 

"I  have  had  some

kopf's  literature  and  this  '  Ung.  Omnipotens 
seems  to  be  just  the  thing  for  a  pimple.  I 
don't  suppose  you  know  off-hand  Avhat  it 
happens  to  be?"

Schlimmer,  Schulz,  and  Dummkopf  for

thoughts,  but  he  collects  sufficient  of  that 
sangfroid  which  is  the  making  of  every  well- 
behaved  pharmacist  to  agree  with  the 
doctor,  and  to  assure  him  that  he  will  do 
all  he  can  to  expedite  delivery  of  the  thera- 
peutic wonder  in  time  for  the  patient's  call. 

"Well,  thank  you  again,"  we  hear  the 
doctor  say  as  he  picks 
uptwotinsof 
"Scruboff"  and  puts 
them  in  his  pocket. 
"Charge  these  to  my 
account !  "  He  walks 
towards  the  door, 
silently  hoping  that 
Strathpeffer  will  not 
be  so  foolish  as  to 
take  him  seriously. 
Strathpeffer  sweeps

Acid  Potassium  Phosphate  in  Arthritis. ^ — 

The  use  of  a  i  per  cent,  isotonic  solution  of 
acid  potassium  phosphate  in  a  series  of  280 
painful  and  swollen  rheumatic  joints^  is 
reported  on  by  Crowe  in  the  "Lancet" 
(1944.  I.  563).  Lasting  improvement  is  re- 
corded ill  three-fifths  of  the  cases  treated, 
and  temporary  relief  in  practically  the 
whole  of  the  remainder.  One  injection  was 
usually  sufficient. 

Virus  Pneumonia  Discovery. — A  claim 
to  have  located  a  clue  to  the  cause  of  virus 
pneumonia  has  been  given  publicity  in  the 
Press  recently.  According  to  the  report, 
three  doctors  at  Berkeley,  California, 
U.S.A.,  have  discovered  a  virus  in  cotton 
rats  (which  contract  the  same  disease  as 
human  beings)  and  have  found  that  the 
newly  isolated  virus  produces  an  immunis- 
ing serum  in  the  blood  of  affected  rats. 

Sulphathiazole-profiavine    Powder. — Use 

of  a  powder  consisting  of  i  per  cent,  pro- 
flavine in  sulphathiazole  has  been  described 
by  Feggetter  ("Lancet,"  May  6,  p.  593)  as 
a  treatment  of  war  wounds,  with  results 
described  as  encouraging  and  free  from 
observed  untoward  local  effects.  Similar 
results  were  reported  by  Mcintosh  and 
others,  who  state  that,  by  rapidly  removing 
infection,  the  powder  promotes  early 
healing. 

Penicillin  in  Eye  Infections. — Cashell 
("British  Medical  Journal,"  1944.  I-  420) 
attempted  to  determine  the  type  of 
ophthalmic  case  suitable  for  treatment  with 
penicillin,  and  the  most  suitable  dosage  of 
the  drug.  His  opinion  following  the  tests  is 
that  penicillin  is  effective  against  Staphy- 
lococcus aureus,  hgemolytic  streptococcus, 
pneumococcus,  and  gonococcus.  It  can  be 
used  in  the  form  of  drops  or  ointment,  the 
most  satisfactory  strength  being  500  units 
per  c.c. ;  in  the  initial  stages  frequent  appli- 
cations are  necessary. 

Rubber  Poisoning  in  Women. — The  toxic 
effects  of  industrial  rubber  solutions  upon 
women  working  in  factories  in  which  those 
solutions  are  used  has  been  studied  by 
Hamilton-Paterson  and  Browning  ("British 
Medical  Journal,"  March  11,  p.  349),  who 
made  observations  on  200  women  working 
with  industrial  solutions  and  compared 
them  with  observations  of  200  "control" 
women.  The  earliest  and  commonest  sign 
of  benzene  absorption  was  shown  to  be  a 
decrease  in  the  number  of  neutrophile  cells 
in  the  blood,  but  it  was  ascertained  that 


there  is  no  correlation  between  the  symp 
toms  complained  of  and  the  onset  of  sue" 
changes.  For  this  reason,  clinical  examina- 
tions alone  are  considered  valueless  for  the 
specific  detection  of  the  early  cases,  thoug' 
of  value  in  the  diagnosis  in  cases  of  lowere 
health  due  to  other  causes.  Regular  whit 
cell  counts,  and  suitable  periods  of  rest  i 
factories  in  which  rubber  solutions  ar 
handled  are  recommended.

Hitherto  n 
lasting  benefit  has  been  found  from  an 
form  of  therapy  in  this  disease  but,  workin 
on  the  hypothesis  that  the  disease  migh 
result  from  the  lack  of  some  factor  con 
trolling  colonic  function,  he  decided  t 
administer  uncooked  animal  intestine,  i 
anatomical  sequence.  With  ox  stomac' 
(tripe)  he.  obtained  no  noticeable  resul 
in  three  months'  treatment  and  change 
to  "chitterlings"  (pig's  stomach  and  intes 
tines).  After  six  weeks,  bleeding  and  pa" 
ceased.  "Runners"  were  then  given  an 
health  was  restored.

Rickets  in  Wartime. — A  report  by  th 
British  Paediatric  Association  on  the  inci 
dence  of  rickets  in  war-time  has  been  issue 
by  the  Ministry  of  Health  (H.M.  Statione 
Office,  price  gd.  net).  The  survey  indicat 
that  there  has  been  no  general  rise  i 
rickets  during  the  war  years — a  positio 
attributed  to  the  efforts  made  to  mainta' 
a  high  standard  of  nutrition  in  infants  an 
young  children  by  securing  for  them  priori 
ties  in  food  and  vitamin  supplements.  Cer 
tain  cases  did,  however,  show  an  inci'denc 
that  suggested  the  possibility  of  mo' 
effective  prophylactic  measures,  such  as 
wider  use  of  the  Government's  nationa 
cod-liver  oil  compound.  Of  5,283  childre 
examined  in  twenty-three  centres  in  th 
British  Isles,  106  were  reported  as  showin 
radiological  evidence  of  rickets,  but  mos 
observers  were  agreed  that  the  severe  type 
with  deforming  bone  changes,  has  almos 
disappeared  from  Great  Britain.  There  wa 
evidence  that  rickets  was  more  likely  t 
appear  in  the  artificially  fed  than  in  th 
breast-fed  baby,  while  evidence  was  clea 
that  adequate  vitamin  D,  administered  i 
suitable  form,  prevents  rickets.

"  Clamours  for  Information  " 

Sir, — The  question  addressed  to  the 
undersigned  in  your  editorial  of  June  3 
(P-  599)  can  be  easily  answered  in  the 
negative.  When,  during  the  recent  Council 
election,  I  expressed  myself  "unequivocally 
in  favour  of  a  full  and  frank  discussion  of 
pharmaceutical  matters  in  open  Council," 
I  did  so  in  the  belief  that  it  would  be  in  the 
best  interests  of  pharmacy  as  a  whole  and 
the  members  of  the  Society  in  particular. 
Why  should  I,  simply  on  grounds  that  the 
trade  union  to  which  I  belong  has  a  con- 
siderable number  of  pharmacists  employed 
with  co-operative  societies  in  its  member- 
ship, advocate  open  discussion  for  the 
especial  benefit  of  proprietors  of  chain- 
stores — or,  indeed,  for  co-operative  socie- 
ties, if  it  is  with  such  connexions  that  the 
primary  concern  with  grocers  is  alleged. 
No,  sir;  my  primary  concern  is  with  the 
pharmacy  employee,  whosoever  he  may  be, 
and  wherever  he  may  work,  in  an  endeavour 
to  preserve  his  or  her  status,  secure  salaries 
and  conditions  commensurate  with  that 
status  and  its  responsibilities,  and  with  a 
keen  desire  that  pharmacist  employees 
should  combine  to  make  their  presence 
effective  in  all  matters  that  affect  their 
craft.  I  believe  there  are  distinct  advan- 
tages in  seeking  to  arouse  the  Society  from 
its  narrow  bed,  and  that  the  trade  Press 
should  have  greater  opportunities  for  re- 
porting and  reviewing  the  considerations 
at  Bloomsbury  Square.  Is  an  intelligent 
and  unbiased  report  with  a  constructive 
criticism  in  a  trade  journal  likely  to  prove 
disadvantageous  to  pharmacy  ?  Surely  not. 
Would  members  of  the  Society  be  inter- 
ested to  learn  how  elected  members  on  the 
Council  are  expressing  their  individuality 
and  ideas  towards  present-day  problems  ? 
At  least  to  be  assured  that  they  were  not 
merely  affirming  for  the  sake  of  confirming 
any  preconceived  policy  would  be  inform- 
ative. The  exigencies  of  war  occasion  a 
tendency  towards  more  and  more  com- 
mittees and  less  and  less  open  discussion, 
and  it  only  requires  an  elimination  of  pub- 
licity, or  at  least  its  reduction  to  a  mini- 
mum, to  produce  a  sort  of  synthetic  dic- 
tatorship. I  hope  pharmacy  will  steer  clear 
of  the  abyss.  Let  me  say  that  no  one  with 
any  degree  of  common  sense  would  wish 
to  place  the  Society  in  an  invidious  position 
by  clamouring  for  information  on  matters 


which  are  privileged,  but  that  is  an  entirelj 
different  proposition  from  the  general  leve 
of  open  Council  discussions  upon  which 
have  taken  and  still  maintain  my  stanc 
In  conclusion,  may  I  make  reference 
your  editorial  of  November  27,  1943  (p.  547),' 
"Secrecy  in  Bloomsbury  Square,"  and  say 
that  your  complaint  has  more  substance 
and  is  of  more  importance  than  any  spurious 
suggestion  of  personal  motive  clamours, 
suggestion  which  can  be  construed  into 
form  of  attack,  which  presumably  provide 
the  best  means  of  a  poor  defence.
